This'biil re-enacts oec. the CIA Act of 
1949* and exempts CIA from other portions 
of the bill. Director of Training recom- 
mends support of HR 2425 in preference to 
other bills which would limit CIA training 
authority. The Bureau of the Budget for- 
warded a proposed Administration bill on 
this subject to CIA for comment. This pro- 
posal repeals CIA's training authorization 
without effective substitute,, and CIA has 
objected to its submission to the Congress 

as presently drafted. 

This bill provides quarters allowance,, cost 
of living allowance, an education allowance 
for dependent children, storage allowance 
and post differential for Federal employees 
stationed abroad or in the territories. The 
Administration's proposals have not yet 
been forwarded to Congress.
